FROM SISCO: 

AT HIS REQUEST, THE GERMAN AMBASSADOR CALLED ON ME 
TO DISCUSS THE SITUATION IN LEBANON. I BILLED HIM IN 
ON THE INFORMATION WE HAVE RECEIVED IN THE PAST COUPLE 
DAYS AND DISCUSSED WHAT WE SEE AS POSSIBLE OUT-COMES. 

I SUBSEQUENTLY HELD A TAPED PRESS CONFERENCE WITH VOA 
THAT CENTERED PRIMARILY ON THE MIDDLE EAST AND THE 
SITUATION IN LEBANON. 

AFTER LUNCH, LEBANON'S AMBASSADOR KABBANI CAME IN TO 
SEE ME PRIMARILY TO GET INEORMATION ON THE SITUATION IN 
HIS COUNTRY, AS THE COMMUNICATIONS HAVE BEEN SO BADLY 
CUT THAT HE IS RECEIVING NO DIRECT WORD FROM BEIRUT. 

HE WAS DEPRESSED ABOUT THE SITUATION, BUT STILL HOPEFUL 
THAT SO LONG AS THERE WAS NO OUTSIDE INTEREERENCE THE 
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LEBANESE MIGHT YET FIND A SOLUTION BEFORE TOTAL CIVIL 
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WAR. 

SUBSEQUENTLY, I HAD TO GO TO THE WHITE HOUSE TO ATTEND 
THE PRESIDENT'S BRIEFING OF PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTEES ON 
THE STATE OF THE UNION MESSAGE. 

FROM UNDER SECRETARY ROBINSON (1/21/76) 

I WAS INTERVIEWED ON THE QUOTE THE AMERICAN 
UNIVERSITY - OVERSEAS MISSION UNQUOTE PROGRAM BY THREE 
REPORTERS. WE DISCUSSED OUR POLICIES REGARDING MULTI- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS, THE USSR GRAIN DEAL, AND OTHER 
ASPECTS OF OUR INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC POLICY. 

BOB MCNAMARA LUNCHED WITH ME AT THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
TODAY. WE DISCUSSED THE SMTE COPPER PROJECT IN ZAIRE, 

IDA REPLENISHMENT, BUFFER STOCK FINANCING AND OTHER 
PROJECTS THE IBRD MIGHT UNDERTAKE TO SUPPORT YOUR UN 
SPEECH INITIATIVES. 

I CHAIRED THE FIRST MEETING OF THE U.S. DELEGATION 
WHICH WILL NEGOTIATE WITH A SOVIET DELEGATION, BEGINNING 
JANUARY 26, THE U.S.-SOVIET OIL AGREEMENT. A COMMON 
BACKGROUND OF INFORMATION AND OBJECTIVES WAS ESTABLISHED 
AND WORK ASSIGNMENTS WERE ISSUED. INTENSIVE PREPARATORY 
WORK WILL BE REQUIRED. 

I ATTENDED THE WHITE HOUSE BRIEFING FOR PRESIDENTIAL 
APPOINTEES ON THE STATE OF THE UNION AND BUDGET MESSAGES. 

FROM T - CARL MAW 

MEETINGS WITH SENATORS GRIFFIN, SCOTT AND JAVITS TO REVIEW 
PRINCIPAL PROBLEMS IN THE SECURITY ASSISTANCE BILL AND 
REPORTED PROGRESS WE ARE MAKING IN THE STAFF DISCUSSIONS.
